Ac

ndent of the Cincinnati Commercial,
Wil from Petersburg, Ohio, gives & long ac-
count ol the adventares ol & youne girl named
Loulss Black, who recenily escaped from the
Mormon community in Salt Leke Oity, and en-
dured gront suflering, The rubstancs of the story
o e TOITO wa:—

“On ',l‘hufmr evemng, 4th inst,, ae a boy was
returning from school, across the Aelds, near
Petersburg, on nearing A conple of huystacks he
heard plaintive moans, apparently proceoding
thereirom, accompanled by falut articulations
of a_ human woice. He distinctly heard the
tjnculation, ‘My God! my God!' The boy hur-
ried to his home, which was n n\ﬁht. aud told
Mr. Davidson what he had heard, Mr, Davidson
at onoo started back with him, and meeting two
neighbors on the way, took them anlong to the
stack of hn‘r.

“On reaching the spot, and going round one
of the stacks irom whence the soands proceeded,
they discovered some rags protrading from the
base, and, on investigation, what was their "sur-
rriac to ﬁudnyom‘m girl, an entire stranger,
literally burrowed in the havy, scemingly help-
less, aud in & dylng condition. She rutsed »
pilr of blue eyes to the gentlemen’s “startled
mees, and imploed them not to move her, to
ict hor He there nod die, for she was [rozen and
starved, and aid had arrived too late! How
ever, the gentlemen rafved her as gently ns they
could, and though ibe gentlest motion aggra-
watod her sufferings, succesded {n carrying her
tack o Mr. Davidaon's farm-house, Bhe was
evidently not more than sixteen years of ago,
snd soantily and miserably elad.” A tattered
droag elune around her, and a gnrment that had
once been an underskirt she had torn in two,
one strip being tied about her head, and the
other wrapped about her feet,

YShe avers that she reslded in Missonrl until
thie fnll of 1864, when her Iather became inlatu-
ated with the Mormon laith (n number of Moy.
mons being settled near them), and in opposi-
tion to the wishes of his wite and family, mude

reparations to remove 10 Salt Lake City, As
@ could not be turned from his purposs, his
tamily reluctantly accompanicd him, and wore
numbered amone the inhabitants of that city,
while Mr. Black was at onee envolled among the
‘saints.’ They had been there for six months,
dnnnq whioh time matters had been growing
from bad to worse, when the crisis arrived, in
the shape ol Mrs, Black No, 2. The tamily were
now wrought up to desperation, nud Mrs. Dlack
No. 1, with her threc danghters, resolved to
make their escape from Uiah, at the sume timao
smm.' coguizant that the way was rile with
apger, and that IF captored death wonld ba
their doom. Louisa goes on to say that they
succeeded In eluding vigilance, and made their
escupe trom Sult Lake City on the 10th of last
June, with onty twelve dollars in their purse,
and turned their faces towards the States,

“The girl say»~ they kept mostly to the wonds
and ravines, and all rovert places, to avold diz-
covery, and gave their former home in Missour|
a wide berth for fear of the many Mormomns
there. At lemgth one of the siaters died from
exposare and privation, snd covering hier up in
the woods, they shill wandered on. Soon another
slster perished, und Loulsa and her mother alone
pursucd their flicht . At length Mrs, Black lay
down, never to rise again. Louiss thinks it
must have been in the vioinity of Clevelund that
her mother died, Instead ol asking any assist-
ance she wandered onward alone, Bhe tells of
being at Greenville, Pennsylvanma, and of tinally
arriving st Middlesex, where she says she lay

—m-:-.u[t'd tof three days on the farm of Mr,
Edmonson, This was about the 9th of De-
oamber,

“She proceeds to relate that she wns here
found by a couple of horee-thieves, and we noxt
find this young @irl, on the eve of December 11,
employed #8 an emissary by these rogues to ride
ofl n horse that ﬂ.l('\)‘ had _{ust stolen from Mr.
Edmonson's field, She states that they iustroet-
ed her to go to Uil City, and gave her directions
how 1o get there; also that one of them gave
her two bills, o ten and a five, with which to
procure subsisience for hersell and horse on the
route, When nsked what she did with the
motey, she at first did not seem to recollect and
at length said she ‘spent ity but did not eay
what tor. However, it is supposed she lost the
money. Thede thieves told her that they would
take unother route to il City, where they
would meet her, aad take charge of the horse:
also that their gang had their headguarters
there, and that they had run off many a horse
to. il City., They turthermore bosasted that
}l?hnd stolen & span in Cleveland worth $400,

o placed ber on the horse, and started her
off, and that is the last she saw of them. In-
stead of taking the preseribed route, Loulsa
changed the programme by taking a route of
her aown choosing.
